Perhaps the most 
striking example of this is afford- 
ed in the city of Baghdad, which 
next to Tel Aviv has the greatest 
Jewish population in that part of 
the world—some 80,000 souls—yet 
does not have a single Jewish 
newspaper or even an Arab-Jewish 
publication. (Contrast this with 
the case of Mexico City—Jewish 
population 18,000—which has three 
Jewish newspapers, one of them 
published in Spanish, and at least 
one periodical.) 

In Iran, near the Iraqi border, 
Dr. Fischel came upon a group of 
Marranos or Crypto-Jews who pro- 
vided him with some interesting 
moments. Forced a century ago to 
embrace the Moslem faith, this 
group secretly nurtured the Mosaic 
law and practiced its rites. Dis- 
covery would have meant death, 
yet they carried on the faith 
through the years. Today, Iran 
permits free practice of other re- 
ligions. But the Marranos con- 
tinue to observe the Jewish ritual 
secretly, since Islam forbids con- 
verts ever to return to their pre- 
vious faith, 

In a territory known ts Jurdis- 
tan, which overlaps into Iran, Tur- 
key and Iraq, Dr. Fitschel came 
upon another unusual group of his 
brethren—a group of 3,000 which 
believes itself descended from the 
Ten Lost Tribes of Israel and 
which still speaks Aramaic, tongue 
of the Talmud. 

Dr. Fischel, incidentally, feels 
fairly certain that the Ten Lost 
Tribes can never be found. He 
thinns that the people with per- 
haps the best claim to being their 
descandants are the wild Kurdish 
Jews who dwell in mountainous 
Kurdistan. They are a race of 
formidable looking giants—each 
one a veritable Goliath, Dr. .Fischel 
says. Once he had gained their 
confidence, through his ability to 
speak their dialect, one of their 
first gestures of having recognized 
in him a coreligionist was to show 
the stranger their “tzitzes.” The 
Kurdish Jews, he said, are remark- 
able not only for their size but for 
their originality and vigor.

Dr. Fischel’s researches, both 
among the people in their native 
haunts and in musty tomes, have 
been incorporated in a number of 
publications, most notable and re- 
cent of which is his “Jews in the 
Economic and Political Life of 
Medieval.

Dr. Fischel intends to extend his 
Asiatic travels in search of his 
brethren to India and other coun- 
tries of the East. Meanwhile, he 
has come to the United States to 
spend two months lecturing on his 
researches. Even here he has 
brought with him his driving cur- 
iosity about his brethren. He'll 
study us, too, he laughingly admit- 
ted, classify and analyze us and 
then report on his findings to the 
people of the Holy Land.
